With cries of “ Victory! Victory!” 
from all parts of the house, the greatest 
woman ‘suffrage meeting ever held in 
New York closed last evening at Cooper 
Union with a fund of $100,000 pledged to 


women. In actual cash $405 was contrib- 
uted. The pledges from the floor ranged 
from dollars to thousands of dollars. 

The big hall of Cooper Union was 
crowded. The platform was filled with 
suffrage, leaders. A big, well-used 
“Votes for' Women” banner hung 
above the platform and another from 
the speaker’s desk at the front. There 
was a great bunch of yellow flowers, 
and at one side of the hall a band which 
played rousing airs in keeping with the 
spirit of the meeting. There was 2 
surging current of enthusiasm that 
made the dull old hall take on an air_of 
| Joyous expectancy. 

The spirit burst into expression when 
Miss Mary Garrett Hay, Chairman of 
the Woman Suffrage Party, came to the 
front of the platform, and back of her 
the big audience saw Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, National President; Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, leader of the Empire 
State Campaign Committee; Mrs. Ray- 
mond Brown, the State President; 
Presidents of other organizations, lead- 
ers of boroughs and Assembly districts, 
and workers in different lines. 


Audience Rises to Cheer. 


The whole audience rose to its feet 
and shouted and cheered and the band 
played ‘‘ Rally ’Round the Flag.” Fi- 
nally the applause subsided and Miss 
Hay. began hiér address, 

‘Last Duesday,” she: said, but the 
applause rang-‘out™ 
was- minutes before she could. . finish, 
“was a great day itt New York State. 
Half « million men saw their duty, and 
Defeated? No. Only post+ 
poned.”’ 

In saying those few words she was 
interrupted again ‘and again by ap- 
plause, but that was only the begin- 
ning. 

Miss Hay introduced Miss Rose Young, 
who read a resolution whieh went 
through with a hurrah. The audience, 
in which there were many men, ap- 
plauded thé proposed work for national 
suffrage and. for the Federal amend- 
ment and they shouted with enthusi- 
asm at the words: ‘‘ We give ourselves 
anew to the cause.’”’ Mieg Young -pro- 
posed that the resolution be adopted, 
and Judge Wadhams, who sat at the 
front of the platform, seconded the 
motion, and the audience rose to 
adopt it. 

“I wonder if there are any antis 
here,” said Miss Hay. ‘‘If there are, I 
hope they will get some comfort from 
our meeting.” 

The applause was tremendous when 
Mrs. Catt came forward wearing a 
black gown and purple orchids. Mrs. 
Catt made what was really the only 
speech Of the evening as to length. She 
spoke of the forces which had been 
working against the women and which 
had caused their defeat, and told the 


audience that the scope of the work 
from now on would be changed some- 
what and the State organized by Con- 
gtessional districts.

Monday.

SAY SERBS ARE D DESERTING. 


Berlin Told That t King Peter’s 
Troops Are Demoralized. 


BERLIN, Nov. 4, (via London.)— 
Special dispatcres from the Serbian 
front, dated Tuesday, report signs of 
demoralization among the Serbian 
troops. They assert, that deserters from 
the Serbian Army are increasing daily. 


Heretofore these have been for the 
most part Macedonians, but they now 
include .the regular line troops, all 
poorly fed..and clothed, 

rbian resistance, according to. these 
advices, is weakening, and the army 
seems to be approagh ng a breakdown, 
The Germans. expected heavy fighting 
around Kraguyevac because of. “the 
iby ly built fortifications, the loca- 
tion theré of arms and ammunition fac- 
tories and extensive military stores, bu 
the Serbians only offer rear-guar 
actions in defense or the stronghoid. 
Most of the military supplies were de- 
stroyed by the Serbians wefore their 
evacuation. 

The City Council made a formal sur- 
render of the city, which was a grate- 
ful surprise to the Germans, this having 
occurred nowhere else. 

The Serbians, the reports say, are re- 
treating southward and westward and 
it is uncertain whether they are try- 
ing to reach Montenegro or Albania.

LONDON, Nov. 4—Having checked 
the German offensive along the whole 
eastern front, except directly west of 
Rigd, where the nature of the ground 
makes an advance difficult, the Rus- 
sians have started a counteroffensive 
at three points—west of Dvinsk, on the 


Styr, in Volhynia, and on the Stripa, in, 
‘Galicia. 


On the Stripa River they claim 
to have won a big victory and to have 
captured 6,000 prigoners, although .ad- 
mitting that the battle is still in progress. 
They also claim successes, at other 
points. 

The Germans, on their side, assert 


that all the attacks have been repulsed, 
with heavy losses to the Russians in 
killed, wounded, and prisoners. _ Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg reports the re- 
capture of Mikxulischki, a village south- 
west of Dvinsk, lost in yesterday’s 
tignting.

Russians Advance West of Dvinsk. 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 4, (via London, 
Friday, Nov. 5.)—The official communi- 
cation issued today says: 

In the region of Shick, near Ra- 
gatzem, we repulsed an offensive of 

the enemy, who was beginning tu in- 
trench himself west of Kagatzem. To 
the south ot Lake Babit our detach- 
ments have made progress. Toward 
the southwest and south of Auchane 
the enemy is making stubborn resist- 


ance. 

Near Giaudan, on the Dvina bélow 
Dvinsk, the ermans unsuccessfully 
tried to cross the Dvina.

Correspondent’s Narrow Escape.

Battles on the Bulgar Front.

Men band themselves together for the 
sake of the association, no doubt, but 
also for something greater aud deeper 
than that-—because they are conscious 
of common interests lying outside their 
business occupations, because they are 
members of the same community and 
in frequent intepoourss find, mutual 
stimulation and a real — of 
vitality and power.

The only thing. within our. own 
borders that has given.us grave con- 
cern mn recent months has been that

Sect Antagonism a Danger.

“It further appears,” declares. Jud, 8 
Nott, ‘“‘ that some few weeks before the 
moving affidavits were. obtained, the 
two women went to live with one Law- 
lor, an intimate friend of the defendant, 
and one of-his. principal witnesses at the 
trial. This man -had previously been 
conv icted of maintaining .a disorderly 
house.’’ 

Judge Nott, in the concluding para- 
graphs of. his opinion on the Madden 
ease, deplores the ease with which 
State witnesses may come into court 
and recant testimony, in order to undo 
the conviction of criminals. 

“’The number of cases,’’ says Judge 
Nott; ‘‘in which. witnesses have fur- 
nished recanting affidavits on motions 
for new trials has lately increased, the 
witnesses doubtiess appreciating the fact 
that they may confess to deéliberaic 
perjury with impunity because of the 
practical difficulties in the .way of 
prosecuting them therefor. In spite of 
such confessions the prosecution .must 
prove on. which occasion . the. perjury 
was committed, that is; on fas origing| 
trial. oy on the motion a new 
and that is often im —* 8 ea. to do. 

Judge Nott suggests an améndment' td 
Section 1627 of.the penal. law making 
it .less..difficult to proseeute -recanting 
witnesses for perjury. even though the 
testimony they gave at the orginal 
trial ‘‘ was not written testimony by 
them subscribed” as required = this 
particular section of the penal law.

Detectives Grieco and O'Con- 
nor of the.-Seventh Branch Bureau, 
Brooklyn, recognized two Brooklyn 
youths from the caddie’s description and 
followed them on Tuesday afternoon to 
an: apartment they had rented in a tene- 
ment'in Suydam Street.

BACON SAILS FOR WAR WORK 


Rotterdam Carries Record Passen- 
ger List and $500,000 in Gold. 


The Holland-America liner, Rotterdam 
aid not leave Hoboken until 2 o'’ciock 
yosterday afternoon, having to wait for 
her papers to come from ‘the Dutch 
Consulate. She had 232 passengers in 
the first. cabin, which is the largest 
number ever carried eastward by any 
Holland-America liner in November. 


jRobert Bacon, ex-United States Am- 
bassador to. Paris, sailed.on the. liner 
in connéction with the work of the 
Ameriéan Anioulance Hospital in. Paris, 
and also.the Harvard surgical unit with 
thé ‘British “Army. ‘The American 
Ambulance’in France,’ said Mr. Bacon 
“ds rupning. ‘now at high proses and 
with maximum efficiency. The Harvard 
unit of ‘thirty-two doctors and seventy.- 
five’ yiurses . will be in charge ,of 
British military hospital of 1,040 Beds.” 

Mr’ Bacon said that he *xpectéd to 
return -in a’ few weeks to take up more 
actively ‘the work of the Security 
League, * Army League, Navy League, 
and peal — — for prepared- 
ness of which he is a member. ‘‘ The 
various activities which . have been 
formed for national service of al) 
kinds, : especially preparedness, I be-

Bacon; ‘*‘ and IT am impressed with the 
importance of co-ordinating -all the 
efforts that:are being made to awaken 
the national consciousness.”
